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for the deaf for current expenses, including paint-
ing and necessary repairs to March 1, 1889, eighty 
thousand dollars. To the Wisconsin school for 
the blind for current expenses, including paint-
ing and necessary repairs to March 1, 1889, 
forty-five thousand dollars. To the Wisconsin in-
dustrial school for boys for current expenses, in-
cluding painting and necessary repairs, to Janu-
ary 1, 1889, seventy-five thousand dollars. To the 
Wisconsin state prison for current expenses, in-
cluding necessary repairs and painting, to March 1, 
1889, thirty thousand dollars. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 84. 
AN ACT to appropriate a sum of money therein 

named. 

Appropriation 
to W. C. Gil-
bert—$90.50. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated to W. 
C. Gilbert, out of any money in the state treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, the sum of ninety 
dollars and fifty cents in payment of the purchase 
price of state lands to which the state had no ti-
tle, paid by said W. C. Gilbert. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
